If a Freeman of London die without a Will, 
Adminiſtration ſhall be granted to his Wife; 
and ſhe will claim one third Part of his per- 
ſonal Eflate by the Cuſtom, and one third Part 
muſt be divided amongſt the Children, and the 
other 'Third between the Wife and Children. 

When a Freeman dies, leaving Children 
under Age, the Clerk of the Pariſh is to give 
the Name of ſuch Freeman to the Common

The Aldermen of London are choſe by the 
Freemen of the Ward, paying Scot and Lot, 


at a Court of Wardmote held for that Pur- 
poſe; they are return d to the Court of Alder- 
men, and ſworn by the Lord Mayor, Gc. 


But none ſhall be an Alderman unleſs born in 

England, or his Father be an Engliſhman. 
The Court of Aldermen may impriſon a 
Perſon who ſhall refuſe to accept the Office of 
Alderman ; becauſe they are a Court of Re- 
cord, and otherwiſe they may want Alder- 
men. 1 Mod. Rep. 10. And an Alderman 
muſt be a Citizen and Inhabitant of the City ; 
if he removes he ceaſes to be a Citizen, and 
tho' he may be a Freeman, he wants the Qua- 
lification of an Alderman, 4 Mod.

King Edvard the Fourth, in his firſt Char- 
ter to the City of London, grants that the 
Mayor, Recorder, and Aldermen, ſhall be 
Juſtices of Peace for putting, all Ordinances 
for the Preſervation of the Peace and good 
Government of the City, and Suburbs there- 
of, as well by Land as Water, in Execution; 
And that the ſaid Mayor, Recorder and Al- 
dermen, ſhall be Juſtices of Oyer and Termi- 
ner; and the Mayor for the Time being, and 
his Succeſſors, be of the Qzorum : The She- 
riffs of the City are to be Attendant on the 
ſaid Juſtices. 

Aldermen of London, by Reaſon of their 
Attendance on Courts, arc privileged from 
ſerving the Office of Conſtable, &c. And if 
they are elected, they may be diſcharged by 
Writ iſſued for that End. CY. Car. 585. 

Nor ſhall they be put upon Aſſizes, or ſerve 
on Juries, ſo long as they continue Aldermen,

An Apprentice bound to a Freeman of Lon- 
don ought to be full fourteen Years of Age, 


and his Indenture muſt not be for a leſs Term 


than ſeven Years : If an Apprentice be bound 


for eight, .nine, or ten Years, and inrolled, he 


ſhall be compelled to ſerve the full Term ; 
and cannot be diſcharged from his Maſter af- 
ter ſeven Years Service, unleſs for a reaſon- 
able Cauſe.

A Freeman's Widow may take a Maid Ap- 
prentice for ſeven Years, and inroll her in like 
Manner as a Youth, if ſhe be above fourteen 
Years of Age: And if an Exchange-Woman 
or Sempſtreſs, that hath a Husband free of 
London, take a Maid Apprentice, ſuch Ap- 
prentice muſt be bound to the Husband, and

By the Cuſtom of London. Apprentices that 
are bound by Indenture above the Age of

If a Maſter miſuſe his Apprentice, the Cham- 
berlain of London ſhall ſend a Summons to the

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When an Apprentice is by Conſent of his 
Maſter to be rurnd over to another Maſter of 
the ſame Trade, it mult be firſt done before the 
Company where he was bound, and then before

gation upon the ſecond Maſter to keep ſuch 
Apprentice, or on the Apprentice to ſerve him 
who may ſue out his Indenture againſt his firſt 
Maſter : But being turned over before the 
Chamberlain, thereby the firſt Maſter is diſ- 
charged from him, the ſecond obliged to keep 
him, and the Apprentice to ſerve him the full 
Term of the Indentures.

By the Cuſtom of London, one may attach 
Money or Goods of the Defendants, either in 
the Plaintiff's own Hands, or in the Cuſtody of 
a third Perſon, and that either in the Mayor's 
Court or Sheriff's Court, 

And the Cuſtom is, That if any Plaint be 
affirm'd in London in thoſe Courts againſt any 
Man, and he is return'd N7hi/ ; if the Plain- 
tiff will ſurmiſe any other Man within the City 
who 1s Debtor to the Defendant in any Sum, 
he ſhall have his Garni/hment againſt him 
to come and anſwer if he be indebted in 
the Form the other hath alledged ; and if he 
comes and does not deny it, then his Debt ſhall 
be attached in his Hands.

HE Defendant in an Action of Debt, if 
he be a Freeman of London, upon his 
putting in Bail, hath Liberty to mark his four 
Defaults; and hereupon he may chooſe to ap- 
pear by Attorney, till the fourth Court-Day 
after his putting in Bail. 

And unleſs the Defendant mark his four 
Defaults, the Plaintiff ought to appear the firſt 
Court-Day after Bail to the Action, by his 
Attorney, or he may be nonſuited; and if the 
Defendant be a Priſoner, no Attorney appear- 
ing, a Nonſuit may be had: And if he appear 
not as above, Judgment paſſeth againſt him 
by Default, and Execution may be had in the 
Afternoon. If the Defendant be a Foreigner 
and bailed, and he appears not the firſt Court- 
Day by his Attorney, Judgment will alſo paſs 
againſt him and his Bail. 

In caſe the Bail be taken in Execution, the 
Defendant may render his Body and diſcharge 
them; or the Bail may carry the Defendant 
to Priſon, without an Officer, and diſcharge 
themſelves.

The Common Council-Men of the City, 
are choſen in every Ward at a Court of Ward- 
mote held by the Aldermen of the reſpective 
Wards on St. Thomas's Day yearly : They 
are to be choſe out of the moſt ſufficient Men, 
and ſworn before the Aldermen by whom 


they are elected. 
In the Court of Common Council, are made 


Laws for the Advancement of Trade; and 
Committees yearly appointed, for the better 
Diſpatch of the Affairs of the City. This 
Court doth alſo chuſe Commiſſioners for the 
Sewers and Pavements, &c. And ſeveral 
Places are in the Gift of the Court ; which is 
held by the Lord Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council.

There have been great Debates in the City, 
whether the Lord Mayor, Cc. hath Power 
to give a Negative to the Acts of the Com- 
mon Council: And in the Year 1648, an Act 


of Parliament ordained, that the Common 


Council ſhould freely debate themielves, and 
that the Lord Mayor or Aldermen ſhould 
have 
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have no Negative or Diſtin& Voice, other- 
wife than as Part of the Common Council; 


and that the Abſence or Withdrawing of the 
Mayor, Gc. ſhould not ſtop their Proceed- 
ings. 

Some Precedents followed on this Statute, 
but they were inſiſted to be in the unhappy 
troubleſome Times; and that the contrary, 


that the Lord Mayor and Aldermen had Right ! 


to a Negative, was good by Charter and the 
ancient Cuſtom of the City. And this hath 


been the Opinion of great Lawyers; tho' it 


was obſerv'd on the other Side, that they ought 
to have no negative Voice, becauſe they might: 
then make the Common Council nothing ; and

Their Oath is, to keep the King's Peace; 


to arreſt Affrayers, Rioters, &c. and carry 


them to the Houſe of Correction, or one of 
the Comprers ; to ſearch for Nuſances in the 
ſeveral Wards; and preſent to the Lord Mayor 
and Common Council Defaults relating to the 
Ordinances of the City ; to certify to the 
Mayor's Court once a Month, the Names of 
all Freemen deceasd, and of their Children 
being Orphans ; alſo to certify the Names, 
Place of Dwelling, and Trade of every Per- 
fon who ſhall newly come to inhabit in their 
Precincts ; and if they find ſuch new Comers 
are ejected from any other Ward for any Mil- 
demeanor, Oc. they ſhall find Surety for their 
good Behaviour, or Warning ſhall be given 
them to depart; and on their Refuſal they 


may be impriſon'd and their Landlords fined, 
Oc.

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They are to attend the Watch in every 
Ward by Turns, one every Night, and go the 
Rounds ; and with the Beadles they ſhall 
warn ſuch Perſons as are to ſerve upon the 
Watch, on whoſe Refuting to appear the Con- 
ſtable may hire others in their Stead, and they 
are to pay according to the Cuſtom of the 
City.

A Conſtable of London hath Power to exe- 
cute Warrants throughout the whole City up- 
on Occaſion ; and thoſe who are choſen to the 
Office are to place the King's Arms and the 
Arms of the City over their Doors, that they 
may be the more eaſily found. 

Conſtables of London having Information 
that Perſons reſort to common Bawdy-houſes,

Attornies belonging to this Court, who have 


a publick Office upon the Royal Exchange; 
and fix Serjeants and Yeomen, to arreſt and 


make Attachments: On your giving any of 
theſe a Note of your Action, he will arreſt 


the Defendant, and for Want of Bail ca 
him to one of the Compters ; but if he finds 
Bail, the eldeſt of the four Attornies muſt take

Company of Merchant Adventurers; they were 
erected for the "Tranſportation of Wool, (Fc. 
to Bruges ; and the moſt confiderable Ports in 
England and Ireland, were made Marts for 
that Merchandize ; but it has been obſerv'd, 


that we were not then ſo well verſed in 'Frade,

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as We are now, to know the Value of that 
Staple- Commodity. 

The Barbary Merchants, were the next 
Company by Charter of King Henry VII. 
But this Company ſoon decaying, out of their 
Ruins aroſe the Levant or Turꝶy Company; 
who firſt trading with Venice and then with 
Turky, furniſhed Eng/and that way with the 
Eaſt-India Commodities; which till then were 
brought to us moſtly by Land, and to the Por 


tuggucſe alone by Sea, | 
King Eav. VI. incorporated a Company 


of Merchants trading to the North, called the 


Muſcovy or Ruſſia Company; which was en- 
couraged with additional Privileges by Q. Ma 
and Q. Elizabeth, &c. And by a Statute made 
in the Reign of King William III. any Perſon 
being a ſubject of this Realm, may on Requeſt 
to the Governor, (Fc. be admitted into the

In the Reign of Queen Elizabeth ſprung 
up the Old Eaſi-India Company of Merchants, 
who having fitted out Ships of Force, brought 
from thence to England at the beſt hand the 
 Hidian Commodities; and having obtained di- 
vers Charters from the Crown in their Favour, 
they were Maſters of that advantageous 'Traf- 
fick; until at laſt a New Company was erected 
by King William, and both theſe Companies, 
after the Expiration of a certain Term, were 
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by Articles united. This Company lent the 


Government two Millions of Money, and have 


the ſole Trade to the Eaſt- Indies; others tra- 
ding thither, without Licenſe, ſhall forfeit 


their Ships and Goods, and double Value:

who are accountable to the Barons of the Ex=

And in caſe the ſaid Sheriffs ſhould prove 
inſolvent, and not be able to ſatisfy the Amerce- 


ments and Farm ; then the Citizens are to be 
anſwer- 
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anſwerable, ſaving to them their Liberties * 
And further, if the Sheriffs commit any Of- 
fence, by which they incur the Loſs of their 
Lives or Members, they ſhall be adjudg'd ac- 
cording to the Laws of the City ; that is, be 
tried by Citizens before the Juſtices.

The Sheriffs of London are to be aiding and

It is a Cuſtom of the City of London to 
maintain an Action for Scandalous Words, that 
are not actionable in the Courts in J/2/iminſter- 
Hall. 

To call a Woman Whore, is actionable by 
the Cuſtom of London, but not in the Courts 
at Weſtminſter; and the Reaſon of it is, that 
by the Laws of the City, a Whore is to ſuffer 
corporal Puniſhment, 278. Carting and Whip- 
ping, for her Offence; which is preſentable 
by the Wardmote Inqueſt, and there puniſha- 
ble: Alſo this extends to all the Inhabitants

But on removing theſe Cauſes out of Lon- 
don by Habeas Corpus, into B. R. the Cuſtom 


in ſome Caſes hath been adjudg'd not good to 
maintain Actions for brabling Words : And 
that for ſuch Words, the Party offending 
ſhould be ſued for Defamation in the Spiritual

There are ſeveral Writs executable in Lon- 
don; as the Writ of Right Patent in Plea of 
Land; Writ of Gazelet, for Rent; Ex gravi 
Owerela, for Lands deviſed by Will; D:zwer, 
for the Wife in the Husband's Lands after his 
Death; Maſte, for Spoil in Houſes, &c. Error, 
in the Sheriff's Court ; Replegiare, for Goods 
diſtrained; and we Partitione facienda, for 
dividing of Lands by Coparceners.
